I b.ivt* no private 
rpianels with Mr, dvoti llasu. 1 have no private i|U5irrels with any of the 
Tiieinbens sitting on in\ rigid, but if 1 (piarivl with tlieni today, I quarr<d 
.!. (be ground that I am an Invliau. I cpiarrel with them today because 
I ti'cl (hat llie one emotion (bat should be resjieiUed by one and all is the 
fiinvst emotion of man, viz., (lit* love of his country and the love of his 
li.iiion.

Before that J want to place before 
the House certain things which I feel are important at this juncture of our 
history. Sir, the news which we have just received is serious undoubtedly, 
there is ik> question about it. There is no doubt either that every reverse 
will give greater strength to our determination to drive out the ruthless 
aggressor from our soil. I^et the Communist China know that every 
reverse gives us new courage, gives us new strength to Hgbi, Hght and 
Hght again until the last Communist rhiuese is turned out of our soil and 
the victory is finally ours. 

But, Sir, mere s}>eech making will not do. There arc certain very 
iin^Kirtant matters — particularly after the news which we have received— 
which we will have to consider today.

moLths a^o 1 had Haid ihat he had (gained a new stature and today 1 wish 
to say that he has gained a new stature which is higher than that— to 
immediately take certain steps so for as we are concerned and perticularly 
in the northern districts regarding the question of the formation of the 
Bengali Regiment is (Mmcemed which has already been mooted.

If you will 
remember when the last Chief Minister was here, in the last" budget 
session one of the principal points made by me w'as that the Bengali 
Regiment should immediiiteJy be formed. In fact, I had a talk with Shri 
Sankar Das Hauerji, then a memlier of the Bar, nViout fhe formation of u 
Bengali Regiment and Shri Bauer ji was in full agreement with me. I have 
mentioned this matter before the House. Therefore I think no further 
delay should lake phu e so far as this matter is (xmcerued. 

Secondly, we must lie prepared even if there is a total war. Essentia! 
commodities have got to be canalised, a pioper list has got to he maintained 
in the districts, a prop<*i supply organistition has got Ui be set up because 
after all it is not the actual fighting only that really matters but the smooth 
manner in which supplies rwuh our brothers and sisters fighting on the 
frontiers as well as those wdio are doing work not on the front but in the 
home fiymt and are producing ainmiinitiou, piodiicing materials of wurfaic 
and so oil and so forth. Therefore, Sir, 1 suggest that a list of comiiioditie> 
which are considered by the Government to he es.seutial should iinmediatelx 
be luutK* and proper steps should immediately be taken to see tluit this 
supply is in |>erfect order. 

Secondly, 1 think, a witegory has t<» Im* mude of all provincial services. 
Certain rethliiUng perhaps is iiece'»sary and a decision is ptThaps necessary 
as to w*hich are essential seiwices. I^eare of persons working in the 
provincial services has to be cancelled. 1 think they should be kept in 
reudine.ss to tace the enemy in case « total war is iuHicted wpon us. 

Thirdly, tlit» most vital thing nwesnary, the lift'-blood ot a modern 
nation, is petisdeum. Assessment is necessary of our ]»etroleum stwk, and 
it is necessary to see that theiv is no shortage ot supply of this ]mrticular 
(commodity, and if nee<l be, w'e shall all he prepared to support if mtioning 
is introduced in so far us civilian use of petroleum is concerne^l. 

Next, what about air-raid precaution!^ If tomorrow there is a total 
war, Ciiioutta will 1 h» one of the first cities to be attacked by the Chinese 
because this i.s the wnircc of supply of the country ot the present moment. 
Something hos to be done immediately — a proper organisation lias to be set 
up. The experienee of 1942, 1943 and 1944 may be useful hut not enough 
because in these 20 years there bus been massive change — different kinds of 
uir-crafts will perhaps be in \ist\ and so greater attention has to be paid to 
the manner in whieh projicr air-raid defence has to be undertaken. 

Lastly, Sir. only today we have seen in the pa^iers that railway line had 
been taken off— 4ittenipts were made in the nature of sabotage work to the 
railway service of NEFA area. So we have to build a Sabotage Resistance 
Group. Not only wdll the Government and Government officials taka 
charge, hut we, as private citixens, must take upon ourselves this respon- 
sibility aud to it tbJu no sabotage by any Indian is tolerated by other 
Indians.

Itoverse.s will in the end create solid foundation ujmui which only 
nip thing can lu; built and that Ls total and complete victory — wmipleia 
success and to that end we dcilicate our.selve.M. We mu.st see to it that

iiave given us help even without asking for it. 1 salute the (iovernments

Calling Attention to MMors of Urgent Publio Importanoe 
Borubarl Union 

The Hon’ble Prafulla Chandra Sen:* Sir, at the Prime Ministers* 

Conference of September 1958 it was agreed that there should be division of 
the Benibari I'nion No. 12 with one-haJf to go to Pakistan and the other 
half to remain in India. To give effect to this ngreemimt the Ooveriimeni 
of India enacted two legislotions entitled “the Acquired Territories 
(Merger) Act, I960** and the Constitution (Ninth Amendment) Act 
1960. 

The demarcation work in the Bembari Fnion could not be taken up so 
long owing to a variety of reasons the more important of which ms dbe 
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inability of tbe Government of Pakistan to ensure full protection to the 
members of the survey staff engaged on demarcation work, l^e Govern, 
ment of India in the Ministry of External Affairs have been pressing upon 
the State Government to the necessity to complete demarcation work us 
early as possible. At the 35th Chief Secretaries Conference held in Daeco 
in August last, the question of providing adequate security to the survey 
staff was discussed. At that Conference and subsequently at the 71st 
Directors of Land Records and Surveys* conference held in Calcutta ni 
September last it was decided to start tbe survey work in the Benibari urea 
from Novemher, 1st, 1962 amt an agreed programme was drawn up for tlatr 
purpose. 

In accordlince with the field programme a joint Indo-Pok survey party 
came to Haldibari, district Cooch Behar on the 1st November 19(i2 Uj 
undertake survey operations there. 

(12-1(1—12.20 p.m.] 

Bui the Berubari Pratiinksha Committee have been organising demon 
strations against the division of Berulxiri and they have also been Itxulin^ 
processions to offer resistance to the survey work being undertaken 
by the Joint Indo-Pak Survey team. 

Por the re^isons already stated, the boundary demarcation work in th* 
Benibari artxi could neither be di-stMuitinued nor suspended. The Inru 
authorities were accordingly requested to give adequate police protection u 
the Joint Survey Parly working ^n the area. 

On the 81h Novcpiher, !9(>2, when the Indo-Pak Survey Party 
carrying on survey work near Burifeesta Koad, P.S. Kotwuli, Disiiiti 
Jalpaiguri, about 200 persons^ ImjIIi male and female. <»f South Berulwii 
Union No. 12 collect«*d there and asked the Party not to enter the Beruh.ir 
Union, and substupiently dispeised. On the 10th November, 19(>2, when tie 
Survey Party alter completing measurement a-t Dangapara, 
lkirtabuldib.'iri, P.S. Haldibari. entered South Berubari Union, a violent mol 
of nearly 5(H) men and women gave u stiff resistance to the survey work 
In spite of reiKjatcd requests by the local authorities there, they refused tc 
disperse. The demonstrators were then hithi-charged and' in the mele< 
some among the women deinonstrutors snatched awoy a theodolite from i 
peon of the Indian Survey PaiHy. The survey work, however, oontinuet 
till the llth November, 1^2, when it was suspended. The work Iras no 
been resumed as yet. A total of 65 persons have so far been arrested ii 
connection with the agitation that was staged by tbe local people under th 
aegis of the Berubari Pratiraksba Committee. Irater, however, the fiv 
arrested leaders wene released in order to enable them to contact the looa 
people for withdrawal of the agitation against survey and also to find ou 
the theodolite. Tbe survey has been kept in abeyance till the 21s 
November, 1962.

Lathi-charge was resorted to by the local on then ties only whom tb( 
agitators grew violent and no such measures were adoptetl during th 
early stages of the^- agitation when the demonstratora showed som 
restraint.^ 

We have no information about tbe alleged illegal entry of Pak nationali 
into tbe area at tbe time of the survey.

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Sir I Aia ^ inform you that the Berubaii Pratirakaha Ckimmittee 
have withdrawn the agitation and they have agreed to allow the Survey 
I’ariv to work. They have also agreed to find out the theodolite and return 
It to^ the Government. As soon as the survey work starts, all the other 
nr rested persons will be released.

The State Government is always ver> 
anxious about the recruitment of Bengali youths in the arni«*d forces. It 
Ijad, theiefore, taken up the question of forming a Bengtili Hegiimmi with 
the Government of India as early as in 19oG. 

The then Defence Minister Dr. Katju had replied tluit during the British 
r. iriitte recruitment with the Army was iHmfiiied to certain «»gioiis and to 
•Tiain (‘lasses and the pieseiit judicy of the Government wa.s, td’ course, 
.’xaotly the rever.se, namely, the (Joveriiment of India wish to iiiuke recruit-^ 
iiMTit (IS broiid based as |K)Ssible. He furtlnu* stated that uo difhculty was 
K'lng experienced in meeting the existing recruiting demands on the West 
\WuTd\ area and assured the Slate G(»veinmonl that the Uccruiting OHicer, 
(\ih utta, would keep the State Defcnci* (.Vi-oivh nation GIlieer informed of 
I;,- tnur to different places in We.si Bengtil in connection wdth (he recruit- 
•lUTit in the Army. Since then the Sta((‘ Governin<*nt is keeping waUdi on 
ihi* recruitment |>osition in the State and collecting recruitment figures 
torn the llecruiting OiK(*er every (piarter. It luis, however, been recently 
noticed by the State Government from the figures (Millected fiom the 
ihcfuitiiig Officer that sufficient numbers of Bengali (tandidates are not 
Av.iilable for recruitment in the Army and the Teiritorial Army. A large 
fi*‘ficiency of the Bengrffi candidates in relation to demand is being noticed 
tor some time.

Very 
f'ciently some moie appll<'ations under the siiid Articb* h.ive been filed before 
;he High Court challetiging the validity of rhe appointinenf of the Assistant 
ominis.>ioners ]K>sted to the different circles and the Commercial Tax 
Ifficers posted to the various charges. The eon ten t ions of tbe HuIoh isisited 

the High Court so far are maiuly the follow itig: — 

(i) Division of tbe State into charges and circles is not authorised by 
the Sales T.nx Act. 

(ii) Constitution of tbe Central Section in charge of an Assisfanf 
Commissioner and having jut«iNltct>on over fhe wh<de of the State is not 
valid as tbe State has already been divided into separate circles in charge 
of Afi.si,stant rommissioners. 

(iii) Twinsfer of asMe.ssment reeords of the dealers from one offfeer K 
*inother of the same charge or from a cbiirge to the Central Section is vfilt 
Permitted by kw. 

All 
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(iv) When the CominiHHioner has delegated hia powers to a Commerdai 
Tax Officer of a specified charge, he cannot simultaneously delegate tile 
siijiie powers to a Commercial Tax Officer of the Central Action who pur. 
ports to function in the whole of the State including the specified char^^e^ 
of other Commercial Tax Officers. 

Due to these cliaiiged developments, Finance DepaHment was advi.sefl ]\\ 
their litiw Offiirers that applications filetl before the High Court uiiflef 
Article 22(i hud substance and could not he disregarded. They also fell tiuit 
there was a lacuna in the law which should he made good iinme<lialel,\ 
an amendment of the law so as to clesirly provide for the following: — 

(1) Delimitation of territoiaal jurisdiction into circles (under Assist.mt 
Commissioners of (Viinmercial Taxes) and charges (under Commercial Tax 
Officers) by Government. 

(2) Constitution <»f the Central Section covering the entire State ainl 
vesting of ii<*cessiirv power.s (which they now" exercise) in the Assistaut 
(Jomtnissioner in charge of that section ami in the Commercial Tax Officei*' 
wvu'ki/ig in that section. 

(«*1) Iransfer of peihl’ing files of assessment <*aHes from one (\>mmen :,i 
Tax Gffi<‘er lo another in the .same charge and also from a (‘hurge to t!». 
Central Section, 

It would also he iieces.sHry to validati* all oast actions by Assisi. i-i 
Cominissioucr.s and Commercial Tax Officers imduding those piisted to tin 
Ceiiti'ul Section. 

The matter was urgent and the Law Officers were of the opinion tha 
the law should he :iiriende<l immediately without waiting tor the deeisi»» 
of the (^ilcutta High ('ourt on the pending appliiations. 

As the St<ite la'gislature was not in .session tlien and as the matter w.i 
ot vital imimrtaiice for the collection of revenue, it was decided to amen 
the lleiigai Tinunce (S;iles Tax) Act, llMl suitaldy by promulgation of a 
Oidinanee and aci'oixHngix West Bengitl Ordinance No. VIll of HMi2 w. 
promulgated. If now necews.sar\ to convert tht‘ Oidiiutnce into an Act < 
the la'gislatiire in ordei to iMUitinue the j^rovisious of the Ordinance. 


Sir, 1 have given you a very detailed account why the Ordinance w^ 
proniuliiratwl. And now I have got to regularise it and gel the Billrui.sse 
The object of the Bill is to cMuitinue the provisions of the Bengal rinam

Now, Sir, instead of increasing the niimlter of lalsnirers at the lowest 
level \vc are only, in its pbif’e. making the mliiiinist ration fop-heovv. \Vc 
have got two Deputy rommissinuers under the Art. W'e have got a 
romnitssioiier, an executive tiead. apptunterl by the (Government. Sir. the 
Deputy ( ommissionens will be under the Corimration's directives but the 
Special Officers will l>e above the (ViriH»rat ion’s directives.

1 would, therefore, 
that while tr^^ing to do anything for the bustees in Calcutta, while 
trying to do anything for the water suppiy of thi^i great city, thi** piecemeal 
legislation sought to be introduced in the name of tuvic administration 
is only an encroachment on civic autonomy and is only for the purpose of 
4 ‘ontTtdling Ihe forces of administration from the Writers* Buildings.

In connexi<m with the delenre of the eouniiy a^^uiiist extei juil a;^ffres-ioii 
it has heen found necessary ii* the pr<*s<*nt eniereiMjcv tr) rai'^e ininM‘diately 
ail orjriinisation of Home Guuid'* t»»r thc‘ protection of persoiiN and property 
and for ensnrinj; public safety. In order that such llouu* fiuard-' may act 
directly in ai<l of the police fi»r such purposes and otlier allied functions 
whenever necessary, it was n^•cessar\ to make iimnediate he«riniiiii^r with 
recruitment and traiiiinfr of sindi Home Guard- which would not he prjv^jhle 
except hy eiiaetinjr legislation and a -et of rules made thereunder. The 
enactment of the iiecessarv lejrislatioii hy ihe two Houses of State 
LejfiHhitnre and tlie framing of rules for the pa^siuju*" <d siuh a Bill was 
enjfnjfinjr the attention of the Government for •*ome lime.
